FTER a month in the wilds without 
newspapers, one always returns to 
face a great blank. What happened in 
that month will never be known--a 


substantial Chunk cut out of a, man's tife— 


and permanently lost. But, after history's 
furious passage, one 
hears a few vague 
rumors and an occa- 
sional plege of what 
reporters call hard 
news. Among these 
while people 
hereabouts perhaps did 
not realize its signifi- 
cance, was the death of 
Charles Dunning. 
Thereby, little remem- 
bered, hangs one of the 
strangest tales and wildest chances of 
our modern Canadian history. 


sD gqineogter when I first knew him in

He once told me how he had arrived 
in the Federal Government by the merest 
freak. (though I suspect the thing was 
more complicated than he said or, per- 
haps, knew). :

The other: day “a well-educated . woman. 
was angry with me because she heard me 
say that I just couldn't believe in many of 
the weird theories. of psychoanalysts. 1 
pointed out that they were only theories, 
many of which could never be proved either 
right or wrong. .I said that this sort of thing 
is outside the field of 
sclence, In science one 
uses theories, but they are 
admittedly tentative, and 
usually they are only at- 
tempts to correlate and ex- 
plain a large group of facts, 

If I could have taken 
the angry lady into my 
library and pulled out a 
number of articles written 
by eminent phychiatrists, 
I- could: have shown her 
that they were not satisfied with some of 
the theories, For instance, I might show her 
a finé book called “The Caricature of Love: 
A discussion of the social, psychiatric, and 
literary problems of abnormal and mixed-up 
sexuality in men and women,” (Ronald Press 
Co., N.Y.). It was written by my friend, Dr. 
Hervey Cleckley, Clinical Professor of  Psy- 
chiatry and Neurology at the Medical College 
of Georgia. It will be remembered that he 
and his associate, Dr. Thigpen, recently wrote 
the remarkabie book called “The Three Faces, 
of Eve,” (McGaw-Hill, N.Y.).. Dr. Cleckley 
wrote, also, “The Mask of Sanity” (Mosby, 
St, Louis, Mo.), in which he described per- 
fectly the psychopathic delinquent and his 
often weird behavior. 

In his new book on the problems of homo- 
sexuality, Cléckley said “Some of the popular 
theoretical concepts widely regarded as valid 
psychiatric discoveries are so unrealistic that 
those who support them find it necessary to 
alter the meaning of commonplace words in 
order to define and discuss them with 
straight faces, Such concepts are, neverthe- 
Jess, so fashionable today, so identified in 
many minds with the idea of progress and 
that it is scarcely an 
‘exaggeration to say that he who dares to 
question them is often made to feel guilty of 
impiety.” I hope my readers will note that 
this statement was made by a distinguished 
professor of psychiatry—not by me. 

Dr. Cleckley points out that Fliess, the 
man who for 10 years was Freud’s confidant 
in his work and the man who had the stronz- 
est. influence on his thoughts during his 
formative years was a curious person who 

certainly was no scientist, “He not only 
worked with the methods of numerology, 
but also enthusiastically extended the _re- 
searches on planetary influences begun

centuries betore by medieval astrologists.” 

It- was -Fliess-who-gave--Freud-the idea 
that all of us to some extent are bisexual. 
On this’ pseudo-seientist,. Freud bestowed the 
title of “The Kepler of biology.” Kepler, of 
course, was one of the great men in early 
scientific astronomy. Interestingly, in the 
end, most of Fliess’ postulates and.imaginary 
discoveries had to be rejected by Freud, The 
one..that -he— hung onto. was .the one on 
bisexuality. 

To me, one of the most important sén- 
fences. I- have read’ in a long day is «4 
statement on page 115 of Cleckley’s book in 
which he quotes. from the report of a 1951 
conference’ on psychiatric education. The 
committee then wrote, “Some of the bolder 
dynamic hypothese, such.as the libido theory 
of Freud, have not been of a character that 
made feasible prompt scientific validation or 
rejection (could not be proved or disproved). 
Many teachers. of psychiatry have been 
trouoled by fhe problem of the medical stu- 
dent who has been prematurely indoctrinated 
in some abstract system of psychodynamic 
hypotheses, and who needs special help in 
working out a more realistic integration of 
facts and concepts.” 

In simple words, one of the saddest things 
about young workers in psychiatry today is 
that, while they were in college, their minds 
were so filled up with unproved- and un- 
provable theories that later, few were able 
to learn anything new from their experience. 
They could not learn because they were so 
sure they already knew al] they needed to 
know. 

* ” * 

In order to see if today some executives 
are really working too hard, a while ago 
Mr. Arthur -S. Talbott questioned 111 top 
executives in California, all of whom were 
getting $35,000 a year and upward, He found 
37 men who, perhaps because they owned 
their company or had .a small business, 
worked only some 30 hours a week, They 
took life easy, But there was a group of 10, 
hard-working, 40-hour-a-week men, and also 
a group of 64 men who worked hard from 
69 to 112 hours a week. They were nearly all 
connected with large national corporations. 
They camie to the office at 8 and left about 
6.30 with a brief-case full of work. Often 
they went to dinner with men with whom 
they had to talk business. 

Most of these executives were pleasant 
and affable and highly efficient: They got 
‘things done. But three out of four had an 
‘unhappy wife who felt badly neglected. In 


~ several cases the wife got so fedup with 


neglect that she got a divorce. But the man 
so loved his strenuous life that when there 
came a choice between wife and work, he 
clung to his work.

Psychoanalytic Theories

The other day a well-educated woman 
was angry with me because she heard me 
say that I just couldn't believe in many of 
the weird — theories _o yc : 

“pointed out that they were 
; many of which could never be proved either 
right or wrong. I said that this sort of thing 
is outside the field of 
selence. In science one 
uses theories, but they are 
admittedly tentative, and 
usually they are only at- 
tempts to correlate and ex- 
plain a large group of facts, 

If I could have taken 
the angry lady into my 
library and pulled out a 
number of articles written 
by eminent phychiatrists, 
I could have shown her 
that they were not satisfied with some of 
the theories. For instance, I might show her 
a fine book called “The Caricature of Love: 
A discussion of the social, psychiatric, and 
literary problems @f abnormal and mixed-up 
sexuality in men and women,”.(Ronald Press 
Co., N.Y.). It was written by my friend, Dr. 
Hervey Cleckley, Clinical Professor of Psy- 
chiatry and Neurology at the Medical College 
of Georgia. It will be remembered that he 
and his associate, Dr. Thigpen, recently wrote 
the remarkable book called “The Three Faces 
of Eve,” (McGaw-Hill, N.Y.), Dr. Cleckley 
wrote, also, “The Mask of Sanity” (Mosby, 
St. Louis, Mo.), in which he described per- 
fectly the psychopathic. delinquent and his 
often weird behavior. 

In his new book on the problems of homo- 
sexuality, Cleckley said-“Some of the populdr 
theoretical concepts widely regarded as valid 
psychiatric discoveries are so unrealistic that 
those who support them find it necessary to 
alter the meaning of commonplace words in 
order to define and discuss. them with 
straight faces, Such concepts are, neverthe- 
less, so fashionable today, so identified in 
many minds with the idea of progress and 
scientific achievement, that it is scarcely an 

geration to say that he who dares to 
question them is often made to feel guilty of 
impiety.” I hope my readers will note that: 
this statement was made bya distinguished 
‘professor of psychiatry—not by me, 
Dr. Cleckley points out that Fliess, the 
* man who for 10 years was Freu¢s confidant 
in his work and the man who had the strong-, 
est influence on his thoughts during his 
formative years was a curious person wno 
certainly was no scientist, “He not only 
worked with the methods of numerology, 
but also enthusiastically extended the re- 
searches on planetary influences begun

centuries before by medieval astrologists.” 

It was Fliess who gave Freud the idea 
that all-of us to some extent are bisexual. 
On. this pseudo-selentist, Freud bestowed the 
title of “The Kepler of biology.” Kepler, | of 


scientific astronomy. Interestingly, in the 
ehd, most of Fliess’ postulates and imaginaiy 
discoveries had to be rejected by Freud. The 
one that he hung onto was the one on 
bisexuality. 

To me, one of the most important sen- 
tences I have read in a long day a 
statement. on page 115 of Cleckley’s book in 
which he quotes from the report of a 1951 
conference on ‘psychiatric education. The 
committee then wrote, “Some of the bolder 
dynamic hypothese, such as the libido theory 
of Freud, have not been of a character that 
made feasible prompt scientific validation or 
rejection (could not be proved or disproved). 
Many teachers of psychiatry have been 
trouoled by the problem of the medical stu- 
dent who has been prematurely indoctrinated 
in some abstract system of psychodynamic 
hypotheses, and who needs special help in 
working out a more realistic integration of 
facts and concepts.” 

In simple words, one of the saddest things 
about young workers in psychiatry today is 
that, while they were in college, their minds 
were so filled up with unproved and un- 
provable theories that later, few were able 
to learn anything new from their experience. 
They—could-not_learn_because_they_were so 
sure they already knew all they néeded to 
kriow.

But the man 
so loved his strenuous life that when there 
came a choice between wife and work, he 
clung to his work.
